MALomt, N. f ., Jane i.— Bz-Vice Praifr- 
dent Wheeler died this morning at 10 o'dook 
For tan day. he had bean oooscious and ra- 
tional only at intervaJa, aad lor the past two 
or three days la a stupor the greater part of 
the Uma. Ue suffered ttvm aoftening of the 
brain, and there were iodloations of ap- 
proaching paralysis. A carbuncle had ap- 
peared just above the hip on one side, and 
bad beooroe an element of further weakneaa. 
Mr. Wheeler bad beeoalowly failing through 
the past Ave or six years, until last winterJ 
when the progreaa of the disease becam* 
mora rapid, and his physicians and friends' 
began to fear the approach of the end. On 
the night of March S be was seized with 
chills, followed by a sinking spell, and Dr. 
Gay tho\ight for hours that he wo\iId die. 
He afterward rallied, however, hut never 
regainetl his former rigor and strength. 
Mental weakness gradually became apparent 
and increased until, first, there 
were Indications of insanity, and later 
of helpleaaneaa and uuconsciousneas.

constitutional convention of 1867. 

He waa president pro tem. of the state sen- 
ate, and his abilitiee aa a presiding officer 
were so generally recognized that he waa 
chosen president of the last state constitu- 
tional convention by 100 votes out of the IflO 
on the first ballot. Mr. Wheeler was recog- 
nized in all deliberative bodies as a master 
spirit His abilities were of a pronounced 
order, his nimd wa'^ analytical.

Important Arrests an<l Recovery of Btolsa 
Ooods In Fayette County. 

Wabbinoton C. H., O., June ». — For a 
year or mora paat a gang of thieves have 
been operating fathkand adjoining counties, 
and a great many depredations have been 
committed. The officers failed to bring out* 
laws to juritice, although at Mount SierQag, 
where a score or more of bouses were barg* 
lariaed la.st winter, one or two of the gang 
narrowly i ^c.'t|r>ed being o^tured. The of- 
ficers have recently made eome important 
arreete of burglan who form a part of an 
organized gang of thieves, and it is supposed 
they are the follows who have been living 
fat off the people of this section for a long 
time past Toe parties are Walter Paul and 
Elmer Bhingles, whose parents live some two 
milea from this city. They were arrested by 
Detective Linton, of Zaneeville, who waa 
aent here by Superintendent Darlington, of 
the Columbus & Muskingum Valley railroad, 
to work up a caaa of car breaking. 

The detective, easisted by our local offlcera 
and detectivee, eoon got on to who committed 
the car robbery, and Shinglee was first ar- 
rested. Bhingles confessed, and turning 
state's evidence, implicated Walter Paul, 
who at the time waa fa Jail at Wilmingtoo 
for car breaking. Being piubed, Shinglee 
acknowledged that they had also played a 
part in other robberiea and thef te throughout 
this seciJoo, and told the oflloers where the 
plimder waa hid away. Some of the stolen 
goods were dug up from the ground, eome 
from hoUow logs and trees and some found 
hid away between bed ticks. Paul and 
Bhingles were arraigned before Mayor Milll- 
kfa and both bound over to court, Shfaglea 
pleading guilty to burglary fa two oaaea and 
Paul pleading not guilty.

The home of John H. Fields, about two 
andona>half milaa from Heienaonthe 
pike leading fMm Flemingsburg to Mt. 
Gilead, was the scene of a terrible domes- 
tic tragedy about two o'clock Sunday 
morning. Fialda ahot twool hia adns. 
then hia aged wife, and afterwards at- 
tempted to take bia own life by cutting 
Hia throat VaBerana raporto are cur- 
rent as to the particulars of the horrible 
affair, and among so many rumors it is 
difficult to get at a correct account. The 
troubles that led to the tragedy originated 
some ten years ago. Fields is an honest 
old German, aged sixty-fire now, who 
bad accumulated conaiderable property 
by hard work andaoonomy. About ten 
years ago he beoama anrtty for a son-in- 
law, Farria Bright, whowaa financially 
embamuaed. Fielda atterwarda grew 
uneasy over the debts, and to save his 
farm and home deeded it to two of his 
aona, with tha nnderatanding that it was 
to be deeded back to bim as soon as 
Bright'a troubles were settled. This they 
lafoaad to do,^and a law auit followed, 
the wife taking sides with the sons. 
Fields left his home but went back some 
months ago. His Ufa, however, has not 
been a happy one, by any meana. Such 
is our information of the troubles that 
culminated Sunday momfaigln tha terrible 
tragedy. 

At the hour named Fielda, armed with 

a 38-calibro pistol, entered the room 
where h|a two sons were asleep, and shot 
both of^em, Ed., the elder, twice, and 
the other once. TIih parties were shot in 
the face and head, and their wounda are 
thought to be lataL Mia. FMda waa 
awakened by the noise and rushed in to 
the room to see what was the matter. 
Then the deadly weapon waatnmed upon 
her, and she received a wound in the 
left side, which is also thought to be 
fatal. Although badly shot, the two sons 
grappled with their father, and after a 
desperate struggle succeeded in disarm- 
^ig him, and binding hia hands and feet. 

The neighbors were summoned. A fter 
they had gathered at the house, old man 
Fields begged hard to i)e released, prom- 
ising that be would behave himself and 
not try to escape. Hia wiah was granted. 
He slipped out of the lioiise, and was 
found shortly afterwards in bis barn with 
a terrible gaah in bia throat, which he bad 
inflicted with a razor. Physicians wore 
summoned, and every attention given 
the partiaa. Though badly wounded, 
the parties were all living at last accounts, 
but their recovery is doubtful.

Industrial enterprises will build up any 
town or city. Thia ia admiited by all. 
Maysville is no exception. The cities 
throughout the country that are alive 
to their own intepesto know the value 
of industrial enterpriaea only too well, 
and inducemento offered here and 

there In the shape of donations of cash, 
or land, or both, to secure the location of 
manufacteriea. Every manufactory brings 
to the city where it is located benefits 
and advantagae in numaroua waya and 
shapes which that dty would not other- 
wise possess or enjoy. We hardly think 
any one will doubt the truth of theae re- 
marka. 

When once located it is e:)sier to retain 
a factory, much easier indeed, than it is 
to secure the location of a new one. And 
Maysville will find it much easier to keep 
the Cox Plow Works here than she will 
to secure the location of some other in- 
dustry of like character. But, if she 
wants to retain these works, something 
niiiBt be done, and that pretty aoon. 
Parties at Louisvilla are after the works, 
and have made an offer to aeoure their 
location at that point. Two other proj)- 
ositiona from different pointe in the South 
are alao under oonalderation. Other 
cities seem alive to their interesln, but is 
this true of Maysville ? Other cities are 
caatlng about to aecure indnatrlal enter- 
prises and have an eye to their future. 
Can the same be said of Maysville T We 
regret to say that it can not. There is 
too much hanging back, and there is too 
much scheming to further one's imtivid- 
ual interest here. The general welfare and 
the building up of the city seem to be 
minor considerations with too nmny. 

We are informed, and that by one who 
knows what he is talking about, that if 
these works are removed to some other 
point they will take with them twelve 
skilled employes and their familiea. True 
that ia not a great deal to lose in the way 
of population, but the works will lie lost 
and the money brought into Maysville l)y 
the product of theae works will be lost. 
Every little helps. It helps either to 
tear down or build up, and it will he 
Mayaville'a loaa, and her citisens' loss, if 
these works are removed. 

A company with a capital of $50,000 
can retain the works here. We under- 
stand that about $30,000 of this amount 
was guaranteed at one time, a few months 
ago, l)ut for some reaaon the matter was 
dropped. If the proper effort was made 
we believe the necessary capital could be 
easily secured. The amount ought to be 
subscribed in a day's time. There are 
just about $1,000,000 caah depoaited in 
the three banks of our city, doing the de- 
positors no eapadal good, and their city 
leas. Out of thia million dollara cash, 
ought there be any trouble to secure a 
capital stock of $60,000 for thia enter- 
priaaT 

Mr. A. R. Crum, who has been con- 
nected with theae werka for yaara, baa se- 
cured the right to manniaetare a patent 
farm wagon, one of the latest and best. 
Thia enterprise is to be added to the 
Bumalaetbra of plows, we undetaland, no 
matter whether the worka are kept here, 
or removed to some other point. There 
are about 8,000,000 farOMn in thia coun- 
try, and wagon-making, aa well aa the 
manufacturing of plowa, ia a profitable 
businesa in which to engage. Old plows 
and old wagona have to be raplaoad with 
new onaa. 

A factory to turn ont 10,000 wagons a 
year, we understand, can be put up at a 
I of SMiOOO. WatimaHBg the aalling 
price of the wagons at $25 each, the ont> 
put ^ anoh a factory for a year wwild 
amoaalti^lilKMXn. MaaMatlhaeoet 
of making and selling these wagons at 
$160,000 and you have $100,000 profit. 
We have aaen the fignraa, but are not 
pennitted to give them, showing that the 
itemised actual coat of making and sell- 
ing 10,000 wagons under thia new patent 
would be only a little over $100,000, and 
that the j^rpAta oa aama would be nearly 
$l60,00a Mi;. Oram cm glta all infor- 
mation. 

If the $SO,000 capital can be aeeured 

these plow works will be kept here, and 
the wagon factory added to tha enterprise. 
Tha queatian ia, will the mep of Mays- 
ville, who have the means, let their cash 
lie idle in our banks, doiqg the town and 
themaalvea littto or no good, er will they 
take hold of this enterprise, and place it 
upon a solid footing at once. No invest- 
ment at Muncie, Wichita, Oliattanooga or 
Birmingham will pay a more handsome 
profit, it aaems to us. Such an enter- 
prise will give employment to seventy- 
five or one hundred skilled hands, and 
will be a big thing for Maysville.
